The Bureau of the Budget informed us that they could 
not tahe any speci&c action on this Section, relating to medical 
benefits for dependents, mitil there was some further word on 
over -all Administratiim proposals covering this general subject. 
CIA indicated that this waa one of Uie Secticms about which we 
felt stroafest. and also indicated our imderstanding timt the 
State Oepartmeid; evidently share our view inasmuch as tiiey are 
pr^^osiag almost identical provisions by way of amenihmcnt to 
the Foreign Service Act.

Agency. CIA is to consider further whether it wishes to prepose 
any compromise language. 

Section 15. O. K. as drafted. Ptdlip Young had proposed sdditional 
Isnguage, but CIA indicated that it would not be necessary. 

Section 16. O.K. as drafted. 
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Section; 1 7, The Burenu of the Budget doe* not 'went to eet on 
this provision until there is s finsl AdministrstioB position on 
over«ftU government retirement iegisintion. The present 
Admittieiretion bill does not mske any special provision for 
overseas perscmnel, but >se were informed that they are now 
considering a separate bill which would cover this matter , 
although not in exactly the way CIA would have wished. CIA 
took tl)« position tlust we felt very strongly that our language 
Should be adopted, irrespective of wheU).er or not there is 
government -wide legislation on this general point. This provi - 
sion, along with Section 9, must be held in abeyance until the 
Admiidstration position becomes clear.
